port that daily drinking of largp 
quantities of whites of eggs has 
had a beneficial effect on three 
advanced 
o a s e s of 
cancer 
was 
made today by two New York doc­ 
tors to the radiological society of 
North America. 
The report was made by Prs. 
Ira I. Kaplan and Milton Zurrow 
of the radiation therapy depart­ 
ment of Bellevue hospital. 
New 
York. 
Dr. Kaplan, who read the 
paper, pointed out in an inter­ 
view that the 
experiment 
pro­ 
duced no claim for a cancer cure. 
"The 
experiment," 
Iv* 
said, 
"merely opens a field for further 
research and study in the hope of 
finding something that might be 
useful in d< veloping a cure for 
the disease. 
The duration of the 
study (three months) 
and 
the 
small number of cases preclude 
the possibility of definite 
con­ 
clusions.'’ 
In a discussion 
on 
following 
presentation of the paper, 
Pi*. 
Lowell S. (Toin of Los Angeles said 
the report was based on "inclusive 
findings.’’ 
Dr. Robert S. Stone 
of San Francisco stated that "this 
dissertation would do great dis­ 
service to suffering humanity if it 
were construed as offering any 
gleam of hope that the problem 
of cancer can be solved b> diet.” 
In the treatment Dr. 
Kaplan 
said that a chemical called "avi­ 
din,” contained in the whites of 
eggs, apparently is the important 
factor. 
The theory on which Dr. 
Kaplan made his egg white diet 
experiments is that cancer cells 
require biotin, 
a potent B vita­ 
min, and that, because "avidin” 
is known to destroy the vitamin, 
the egg whites might 
serve 
to 
starve human cancer. 
Dr. Kaplan gave his patients 
the whites of three dozen eggs 
daily. 
They were 
drunk 
raw, 
since cooking destroys the "avi­ 
din ’’ 
Two of the three patients 
were given x-ray treatments at 
the same time.
